Owing to the peculiar formation of the coast, the West Riding 
of the county of Cork is very difficult and crqrensiTO to wwkj 
so many pi-omontaries with only one road running down to 
the sea; these have to be ti'avelled over twice; then there are 
three islands, Sherkin, Cape Cleai', and Beer Island; the 
passage to those is often very rough and dangerous. The 
mountain districts arc liable to gi-oat floods. Owing to a 
system <Jf small contracts for n short period, the cost of main- 
taining tlie roads is very low, as they are ptineipally worked 
by sn^ fhrmers; lids system entails enoi-mous trouble and 
expense to the officers in traveUing expenses, for the small 
amount of the contracts renders the contractors careless 
' whether they receive the certificate or not.

These roads, &c., are peculiarly circumstanced, owing to the 
physical features of the county, which is intersected by long 
loughs; and these roads, extending in long lines tbrongh wild 
and extensive mountainous districts, renders their inspection 
very difficult and expensive when compared with other 
counties where railways are often avt^able fur special 
Journeys, &e. It Is Important to observe that much of the 
expense of repair boro is really for blunging long neglected 
and worn out roads into lep^r more thou for ordinaiy repairs 
and maintenance. The classification of tlic county (S. district 
3rd dess end N. district 2nd class) is, nndcr the foregoing 
circnnistances, most objectionable.

OBSERVATIONS. 



I IV’itli reference to the coat of euperinteadence, it must be specially 
noted that the roads and works enumerated are spread over a 
wild and mountainous district, difiiciilt of access, without 
railway accoimnodation, containing an area of 880 square 
miles, and measuring, up the larger tidal indentations, n sea- 
board of 137. in travelling from nortli to south of tlie 
district 68 miles of road must be passed over, and ii'om east 
to west 54, It will therefore be seen that, tliougb tiie ca«t of 
superintendence is comparatively high, It is not incommeu- 
surate tvith tlio arduous and expensive nature of Lite inspection. 

The south district of Donegal, though rated as a tliirU clu-ss 
county, is, in fact, equal in area to the largest of tlio second 
class counties, and more expensive and laborious to inspect 
that) the great majority of these.

The number of miles under maintenance and repair in 1854 
was 406 u. 4 p. 30 P., wlitcli sliows an increase of 177 miles 
siucc tliat year. In Louth a laige mileage of roods has been 
remodelled from time to time, and added to tiie mileage 
previously under maintenance. Tiio increase by absolutely 
new ronds was only about 24 miles. The former turnpike 
roads, 47 si. 2 p. 30 p., ai'e included in the increased mileage 
heiein given. The mileage at Spring Assizes, 1862, was 496 
miles, and tbe total outlay 13,253 /. 4s. II d. ; tiiere is there- 
fore for the last lU years, an increase of 87 miles, but a 
decrease in the outlay ^ 2,857 L 

Loutli being an agricultural county, only about nine iniies wide 
on an average, with ports at Newiy, Dundalk, Aiinagassan, 
aud Drogiieda, the traffic on tlie roads Is very heavy.
